Tlie excitement here over the meetlog ot the Demo*
eratic Slulo Convention to-morrow is very greet, althoughbut a low members have arrived.. D. Magono,
lr., and Allen C. Beach represent the points ot Interistas representing the two factions. Magone is genirallyooncoded to be favorable to the old ticket betausehe Ik employed by Fatrchild In the prosecution
»f most of the canal cases. Otherwise, It Is said, he
would favor a ohange, as be Is known to have expressedhis disapprobation of Blgelow as an old drone
on the Canal Investigating Commission. But be is
generally classed as au old ticket man, and, having
Apgar to coach him, has not, so far, ventured upon an
lniorvtew. Ho holds open bouse to-nlgbt and has a

variety or visitors, most or whom are State hall
clerks.

Allen C. Beaoh is, however, the chief centre of attraction.His rooms to-ntghl are crowded by a solid
delegation of new tickot men, among them such old,
unswerving democrats as Judge Charlee Holmes and
Congressman Mayhcw, of Schoharie; William Puroell,
Canal Commissioner Walroth, I'arker Williams, of ColurabA;Mayor Glowacke, Elmore P. Ross, W. A.
l'oucber and others. The sentiment as expressed by
these men seems to be entirely in favor of a change in
the old tickot, if not a new one entirely.

William Purcell, of Rochester, said he bad conversedwith a great many people In the western pert
of the State, and believed Blgelow could not, under
any circumstances, bo nominated again by a democraticconvention, or eleoted if nominated. Ot ibe
sixty democratic papers in the State forty-six were

positively against him and Falrohlld. Mr. George
Moss, of Watertown, had the same experience to
toll Treasurer Ross, one ol the prosent State officers,says distinctly to-night that his declination Is
ready rather than ho should be any obstacle In the
way ol a new ticket. Generally speaking, It look8
rather stormy tor the old ticket. As to the time and
place, either Syracuse or Albany, and either October 3
»r 10 will be decided upon for the meeting ol the Convention.
Tho struggle now In progress is between the former

leaders of the democratic party and the more

ipodern or Tllden-retorm men. The former argue
Uiat there is do necossity for a continuance of
the struggle between men who sympathized with
the so-called Caual King and the Tlldemtcs, and they
ask that the local "bloody shirt" of this State ("canal
rolorm") shall be burled out ol sight, never again
to be flaunted in the faces ot democrats who have
always worked for and votod with the democratic
parly. On the other hand, it is alleged by those in
power that, nniess they are permitted to keep ooutrol,the old time oanal ring will resume lis away and
a reign ot frand be Inaugurated exceeding In magnitudethat of any on record in this State. Your correspondenthas conversed with some of the present
officials hero, and their opinions will prove of interest
at this time:.

uovkbxor robinson's views.

Governor Robinson said that he was earnestly In
tavor of the reforms inaugurated in the State two
years ago. They wore in the direct lino of what he
had always contended for In the I^glalature.Comptroller'soffice, Canul Board and Constitutional Commission.lie was nominated two years ago tor Comptrollerbecause of bis well Known record in regard to
aucii relorms. In his letter of accpunce ot the nominationtor Governor, in bis inaugural spoeoh, in his
annual mossage, in all his veto messages havingany rslatlon to that subject he had uoinmtttod
himself as strongly as language could to carrying
out, to the utmost of his ubiiiiy, the roiorms and
economies relorrod to. The results of the efTorta of
tho State administration, including all tiie .State
officers, are bulore tho public in the large reduction of
expenses and iu a greatly decreased State debt. The
corresponding reduction of the burden of taxation,
the arresting of Intuits and plunder or the cauala, tne
elevation of tho tone ol integrity and morality in the
discharge of public duties; the breaking up ol ibe corruptInfluences ol iho lobby, which formerly surroundodtho legislature and ull the departments,
followed the reform movement.

Tho Governor continued, saying that he wished to

see this good worK go on without interruption and 10
have tho democratic party fully and strongly committedto it in the future us in the past. In tills view
he boheveu it wise and every way desirable that the
present Stato officers should be renominated, not ou
account of uny claims wli:ch thoy have, nor for any
persoual prclerenco which he hud. but bccuuse they
huve been faithfully and efficiently ongaged Id
carrying on the work of economy and roform
for the pust two years. These officers are familiar
witn the work; their action has given groat satisfactionto the public, and it would be doing what every
prudent man would do in tho conduct ol his own buslnossto continue them in this important service. The
setting usirto ol iho Mate officers who are now dischargingihoir dunes so well, und without any stain
on their records, would lio apt to produco the in pros
sion that tbo standard or reform is sought to be dopartedfrom oy the democratic leaders.

HUMIMHH-MKK ADMONITION.
In conclusion, Governor Robinson aald:."My

wishes iu this rospect are precisely what thoy would
be If 1 was in private lite. I ask no more consideration
lor thorn than I do for those ot every wolt meaning
member ol the democratic party. 1 hope and expeot
that tbo democracy ol the different counties will sond
to iho Convention tbeir wisest and heat
men, who will look oyer the whole Held
with calm and lair deliberation and do what In their
ludgment ought to bo done under all the clrcumiiances;ana by thoir action I shall abide. With regardto a now ticket I am wholly unable to express an
opinion, as 1 have no Enowledge or iniormatton us to
what names would be placed upon it."

In tlio selection of delegates the (lovornor said he
lliould not attempt to interfere, dictate or control; he
could not if ho would, and he would not II bo could.

.mx. apuab's opinions.
In a conversation with uctlng Secretary ol State

Apgar to-day thai gentlemun stated to your representativethat lie favored the renomlnatlou ol the present
State officials, whose terms ol office will explru with
the present year, because the demand lor a
cliungo lu the ticicct comes frotn members of
the party who have opposod from the very
beginning tbo reforms inaugurated by exGovernorTilden, and which have been so well
curried out by iho men whom ho eelecioil to aid hnn
in the great work ol rclorm. These same opposing
mou have tested tliotr strength on soversi occasions,
and liuvo been ovorwhelmingly dnteaiod in several
successive conventions, and It is hardly fair for them
now to assume to speak for ihe whole democracy ot
the .State, and to proclaim their wishes to be the real
scutimont ot the party. .

Meeting Mr. W. A. Beach, a member ol the DemocraticState Committee, l asked him what ho thought

of the Idea of nominating a new ticket for Stale officers
this fall:.

Mr. Bkacii.Personally my friendship tor Mr. Bigelowand Mr. Falrchild compels we to lavor their renominailonor the reuomination ot the whole
old ticket. For this personal reason I may
labor for the old ticket; otherwise I should
havo no objection to a new deal, provided
the selections were in harmony wltb the management
ol the party and Its principles for the last throe campaigns.My objection to tho new ticket, ns advanced
by the press geuerully, is that it is to ho composed of
old leaders whoso negligence or whose complicity with
the King element made necessary the stand taken
hy Mr. Tlluen.

STATE LABOR CONVENTION.

PLATFORM ADOPTED AND TICKET NOMINATED
BY THE WORKINGMEN OF PENNSYLVANIA.
SMALL ATTENDANCE OF DELEGATES.

Uakrisiii R<i. Pa., .Sept. 10, 1877.

The Stale Labor Convenilon assembled in Burr's
nail, iu this city, at ten o'clock tnts morning, and was

lu secret session up to ten o'clock to night. The Conventionresolved to exclude all who aro not bearl and
soul lu tbo movement. Tho delegates numbered about
thirty, all told, and tbeso represented labor organizationsIn Philadelphia, Pittsburg, Scranton, Reading
and Allontown. More tbuu usual caution was exercisedto debar any newspaper reporters Irom entering
the room whero the meetings were held, and any at-
tempt muilc to gain admission proved a lailure.

TIIK l'ROCK.KDISUS.
Thomas \V. Spurr, o( Schuylkill county, was chosen

cbalrmau oi the Convention, and a committee of fifteenwas appointed to draft a platform. A strong
effort was made by the greenback mou of this vicinity
to have the labor men adopt u platform to be submittedto tbo Greenback Connty Convention, which
meets In tbis city to-morrow, but the lubor men obstinatelyrefused to have anything to do with them,
and expressed their dotermlnatlon to nomlnato a lull
ticket and adopt their own platform. The idoa was,
however, to nominate a ticket acceptable to the greenbackmen, but. the bitter will not accept it, occauso of
tbo plallorin on which it Is placed.

TIIK I'LATCOKU.
The platform Is rather an elaborate document, and

consists of 111toeu resolutions, of which the following
is a brief synopsis:.
The post calls for the abolition of the national bankingsystem, the unconditional repeal of the Specie Resumptionact of 1K76 and the issuing of a currency by

the government based upon the wealth of the wholo
nation.
The second considers eight hours a nominal day's

work, and favors legal punishment lor all violations.
'i'ho third favors sauitary inspections of all conditionsof labor, moans ol subsistence and dwellings Included.
lho lourth favors the ennctmont of wholesome and

poriuaucnt tariff laws for tbo encouragomout and protectionol American industries uguinsl lorelgn luoor
and cuptlal.
The fifth calls lur the establishment of bureaus of

labor statistics in all ttiates, as well us by the national
umvui.

The sixth tavors otiunllytloa of taxes.
Tbe seventh lavors the abolishment of the contract

system to municipal, Stats and national work.
The eighth condemns couvlot labor couiracts.
Tho ninth iiiukos careless or neglectful employers

responsible tor injuries to employes.
1 ho teuih demands tho reservation ol public lands

for actual settlers.
The oicvonili calls lor the establishment of courts of

arbitration to settle luhor disputes.
The twelfth demands compulsory education.
Tho thirteenth calls for the abolition ol all conspiracylaws.
The fourteenth favors gratuitous education In all educationalinstitutions.
Tho llftoenth recommends the principles of co-oporation,distributive and productive.

ruts HAD END Of Mil. LAKN GOODWIN.A JUMP
Pi'.OM A PAVON IA FKIUIYBUAT.

The uuknowu rnau who Jumpod overboard from thb
I'avonlu lerryboat Jay Gould on Sunday attvrnoon
proves to liavo boon Mr. Kbon Goodwin, a gentleman
who for many years conducted u large tobacco uianulacHiringbusiness to this city. Mr. Nelson, one o( the
leek bands on the Gnuld, says that Mr. Goodwin
crossed the river on the quarter before three P. M.
trip from Twonty-ilurd street. As he entered
tho terry bouse lte asked the gaieiuan lor
a match and was rolerreu to the deck
bauds. When he went aboard Iha boat he got a

match and lighted it on the solo of bis boot, saying
Ibui he wanted to seo it thero was any electricity iu

It. He talked pleasantly with the deck bands until
the boat leti toe slip, and there was uothing in his
language or dcmcauor to excite suspicion as to bis
sanity. "When wo wero going Into the slip ou the
other side, ' says Nelson, "I board some one

cry 'Man overboard!' 1 seised a Ufa preserver
with a man rope attached, ran aft and looked down
into tho water, but 1 could seo no one. Just before the
man woul overboard bo took off It let overcoat and hung
It ucross the rail. Then ho took off his hat and set It
on one of the seats outside, and, walking deliberately
up to the rail, leaned his bra .at across it and rolled
overboard." Mr. Goodwin had been a guest
ul the Fifth Avenue Hotel for a number ol
years. his rmuii was searched yesterday
lor document* that might throw light on the
motives which inuuced Ins suicide. Iu one ol bis
bureau drawers was louud a nolo >ddres*ed to Mr.
KdWard N. Hond, of No. in:* Ilnindwuy, who also residesui the Filih Avenue, usd was a personal friend
oi Mr. Goodwill, the opening sentence of this note
was, 'My braiu is racked with pain!" There was
no direct allusion to solf-deatruulion, bnl Mr. Houd
wus requested to consult with Mr Goodwin's daughterand ner grandmother, who are now travelling in
Kurope, as to llio deposition of hit property and their
litlure place ot residence, and sonio special instructions
were given as to certain business altuire. The note
was dstoo buturduy, September H, showing that (in
suicide had been considered tor tweniy iour hours ai
least. On Sunday morning Mr. Goodwin breaklasteU
at about hall past eleven, lie then went to the elerk
ol the hotel and deposited with hint a package containingit largo utuouut of money, hut he callud for u
a lew minutes later and retained it lor about an bour,
when he again handed it to tho clerk and went
out. Mr. liond aays that Mr. Goodwin bad
lor a number ol years beou subject to
Intense headaches, which during the past year
lihm been mere severe ilian formerly. When he returnedabout three weeks agolrom Saratoga, w lie re no
had l>«en -pending the summer, he otnpluiued ol pain
in bia head and was very dospondcnl. Ho.was not lu

so lur an ilia friends know, wlneii ooula. have nllucto I
bis mind, nod it in thought thai the temporary aberrationunder which be labored at the time ol his death
was induced solely by the constant and ever Increasing
pain in Ins b.id.

Mr. Goodwin was sixty years ol uge. ilo was a nativeol Maine, but lie cuine lo New York whan quits
young and ongagod In the tobacco busmesr, whion he
pursued industriously until ho made lilmaoil ibe bend
ol the well knowii uianulnclurins tlrm ol (ioodwin At
Co., ol Walor street, Several years ago bo retired
Iruui active business, ulier having atnaesed a largo lortune,but on ttio death ol lila brother be was obliged tu
resume control ol tho alluirs ol th; concern, until
within Utile moro than a year sgo, when he lurued tin
eetabliihinent over to tno two sons ol bis deceases
brother and Mr. Cnarlus U. Kniery, his sister's son.
